WORKING GROUP FEB. 16 DISCUSSED TWO PARAGRAPHS OP THE 
SECRETARIAT'S ANALYTICAL STUDY CONCERNING THE COMPOSITION AND 
PROCEDURES OP THE SECURITY COUNCIL. US, ITALY, USSR, POLAND AND 
GDR IN GENERAL SUPPORTED CURRENT SC COMPOSITION AND ARGUED 
PROBLEMS NOT DUE TO SC COMPOSTION OR CHARTER DEPECTS. THEY 
POINTED OUT COMPOSITION OP CURRENT SC WAS SUCH THAT NO DECISION
